Recently completed projects in Hobart have spurred plans for even more improvements scheduled 
to begin in the near future. Revelli Bandshell, Festival Park and Lakefront Park have brought many 
compliments and pride to those responsible for the projects which were made possible by city wide 
cooperation. 

Downtown, improved with dredging of Lake George completed last year, is scheduled to get further 
attention with new lighting, sidewalks and signage in the near future, according to Mayor Linda Buzinec. 
A grant has been obtained for the project. However, the city is awaiting word on an increase in that 
grant to cover a larger area of the downtown district. 

A grant to continue lakefront improvement also is being sought by city officials. Phase III extends 
from Third Street to the Norfolk Western Railroad tracks by city hall, adding to the bike and walking 
trails in the two new parks. 

A big improvement to 37th Avenue, long discussed and planned, is expected to get underway in 
August. Lack of financial assistance from neighboring communities resulted in the jurisdiction being 
turned over to the state. Those hurdles cleared, the project eventually will extend from the 1-65 overpass 
(also recently improved) to Ind. 51. 

Additional areas of the city are scheduled to have city water extended to their areas in a continuing 
project to provide the service to all residents, including those in Ross Township annexed to Hobart. 

A new traffic signal and improvements at 73rd and Colorado Streets greatly improved congestion 
at that busy intersection. 

Widening 6lst Avenue from Marcella Street (east of 1-65) to Colorado Avenue is to begin this year to 
relieve traffic congestion in that area. The project eventually will extend to Lake Park Avenue. 

Faced with increased costs to continue having sewage treated in Gary, officials again are looking 
into the possibility of constructing a new local wastewater treatment plant in Hobart. 

Renovation of the Doughboy Monument was completed this year, again with assistance and 
cooperation of many organizations and individuals in the community. 

Improvements, or a new structure, also are being considered for the Hobart Community Center. 

The city continues to be a community willing to make things happen and to make Hobart a better 
place in which to live and work.

9 The Washington Federalist published a letter encouraging 
the support of Burr in the case of a tie. 

10 The Philadelphia Aurora Newspaper reported rumors that 
the Chief Justice would become President in case of a tie. 

11 Samuel Smith wrote Burr that 8 of the 9 requisite states 
would vote for Jefferson in case of a tie. 

17 It was learned that an American vessel was captured by a 
British warship outside Baltimore and sent to Bermuda. 

21 The Washington Federalist reported that President Adams 
assisted in fighting a fire in the Treasury Building. 

23 House appointed a room in the Capitol to be used for the 
present session of the Supreme Court. 


JANUARY 1801: 

4 Thomas Jefferson wrote of rumors of a tie between himself 
and Aaron Burr in electoral votes for President. 

7 The Washington Federalist Newspaper predicted Jefferson 
would win the presidency in his race against Burr. 
President John Adams wrote, “My anxiety to leave this place 
(District of Columbia) is hourly increasing. 
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What Do These Men Have In Common 
With President George Bush and 
Former Vice-President Al Gore?

1 Jefferson wrote Burr warning, “the enemy would endeavor 
to sow tares between us”. 

2 House members resolved that rules be prepared for the 
procedure of choosing a president in the event of a tie. 

3 Congress ratified an amended treaty with France, ending a 
seven-years quasi-war. 

6 Committee’s report on rules for choosing a president were 
read before the house. 

8 The Independent Chronicle reported on a British warship 
pirating American vessels en route to New Orleans. 

9 Senate decided to receive the House on February 11 to 
count votes for the presidential election. 

10 Senate decided to close the visitors’ gallery during the vote 
count. 

11 Jefferson and Burr each received 73 electoral votes for 
president. 

12 House remained convened all night on the 11th to noon on 
the 12th while voting to determine the president. 

14 House cast the 33rd consecutive unsuccessful ballot to 
determine the president. 

15 Jefferson wrote James Monroe that he unequivocally rejected 
those who tried to bribe him in exchange for his election. 

17 After casting 36 ballots over 4 days to break the tie, House 
chose Jefferson as the next U.S. President. 

18 Senate resolved to inform Burr of his election to the office 
of vice-president. 

21 The Aurora celebrated Jefferson’s election stating that the 
Revolution of 1776 was finally complete. 

26 President Adams signed an act permitting duties on refined 
sugar, carriages and property sold at auctions. 

28 Vice-president Jefferson resigned as President of the Senate. 
James Hillhouse was elected President pro tempore.

RECORD 1967 SNOW STORM 

Anyone alive in 1967 recalls THE BIG STORM. 

While the recent winter of 2000-2001 was cold, snowy and 
record setting, residents didn’t share the problems area 
residents endured during a January, 1967 snow storm. It hit 
quickly and was not predicted by the U.S. Weather Bureau. 

Schools were closed by noon. Businesses, government 
offices and streets also were all closed. As soon as 
thoroughfares were cleared and opened, a car would slide 
sideways, closing it, or vehicles trying to pass one another 
would both end up in the snow banks along a cleared road 
which was not wide enough for two vehicles. Radio stations 
would report a road open, then closed within minutes. 

The storm hit shortly before noon on Thursday January 
26, resulting in horseback and a lone ski mobile being the 
best (and often the only) mode of transportation for nearly a 
week throughout Lake and Porter Counties. 

Both Fire Chief H. Richard Harrigan and Police Chief William 
McGinn credited Paul Dishno with making it possible for city 
officials to successfully handle many of the emergency calls 
they received. 

Dishno delivered needed medicine to numerous persons, 
carried doctors through the snow and removed persons from 
their homes to a point where an ambulance could pick them 
up. 

His services were donated to the thankful city as the record 
snowfall was responsible for many residents being snowed 
in for days throughout the area. Many residents were unable 
to return to Hobart from their workplaces outside the city, 
while many others who lived outside the city were unable to 
leave town for a few days. 

Mr. And Mrs. Keith Tromble brought two horses near the 
downtown and volunteered to make emergency deliveries of 
medicine or food. 

Dr. John Reed required the help of police, firemen and a 
large oil truck on Friday, Jan. 27, to enable him to get to the 
home of Mrs. Donald Plum to deliver a baby. After a few 
hours, it was decided it was a false alarm and Dr. Reed left. 

When he had to return later that afternoon, he, his nurse 
and his wife (Jean Reed) waded drifted streets from Third 
and Illinois Streets to the Plum home at 501 S. Liberty St. 
The baby girl was reported doing fine following her birth. 

Another expectant mother, Mrs. Jim Kellen was carried by 
firemen five blocks from her home to the closest point an 
ambulance was able to drive. She was rushed to the hospital 
in Gary where her daughter, Jody, was born. 

Today Jody King (of Wheeler) has I I year-old twin sons 
(Sean and Wesley) who love to hear their Grandma Kellen 
tell them about the day their mother was born. 

Shortly after the storm first hit, Firemen Chris Kramer 
and Bob Talmadge were answering an inhalator call when 
their equipment became stalled at 38th and Wisconsin St. 

They ran on foot with the inhalator to the Oak Hill Trailer 
Court to assist a heart attack victim. 

Firemen Richard McDivitt and Tom Teer were unable to 
get their equipment to County Line Road on Saturday 
afternoon, so they drove the inhalator truck alongside the 
EJ&E Railroad tracks which was cleared just wide enough for 
the truck.

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There was a 
lengthy process in

In the 1801 presidential election, Thomas Jefferson and 
Aaron Burr ran on the same ticket, the Democratic- 
Republican Party, against incumbent President John Adams 
and Charles C. Pinckney. While they defeated Adams and 
Pinckney, by an electorial vote of 73 - 65, Jefferson and 
Burr each received the same number of votes. Due to the 
election rules of that time, this threw the decision to the 
House of Representatives. After being in session for four 
days and taking 36 votes, Jefferson was elected the third 
president of our country. Burr then became vice-president.

HIST0RIAL NOTES FROM 1801 

MARCH 1801: 

1 Aaron Burr, vice-president elect, arrived in the City of 
Washington. 

2 Jefferson requested to take his oath of the presidency in 
the Senate Chamber at noon on March 4. 

3 Under the new Judiciary Act, President Adams appointed 
several last-moment “midnight judges" to ensure Federalist 
control. 

4 Jefferson inaugurated as third President of the United Staes 
at noon in the Senate Chamber. 

6 The Aurora newspaper reported a formidable opposition to 
the new administration was being formed in the Senate. 

8 Jefferson’s cabinet deliberated on replacements for some 
of Adams’ Federalist appointments. 

9 President Jefferson officially pardoned those who had been 
prosecuted under the Sedition Law. 

13 Russian ship Fortune arrived at New York after being boarded 
and released by a British frigate. 

14 News of an armistice between Russia and France reached 
the U.S. 

18 Jefferson offered Thomas Paine passage from France to 
the U.S. on the sloop of war Maryland. 

19 Jefferson moved into the President’s House in Washington. 

20 American vessels at Guadeloupe were stopped due to 
rumors that the treaty with France had been rejected. 

21 Jefferson noted “The order and good sense displayed in 
the election bespeak a strength of character in our nation". 

23 Jefferson wrote the Adams* midnight appointments should 
be considered as nullities. 

25 France gained control of the Spanish port of St. Domingo. 

26 Jefferson wrote the government of Spain that he anticipated 
good relations between the two countries. 

27 Jefferson wrote of Washington’s good example as President 
and Adams’ poor one. 

29 Jefferson declared he would “sacrifice anything but principle 
to procure ... an entire oblivion of past feuds".

They reached the Roland Pi sky home when a neighbor used 
his tractor to clear County Line Road to the patient, who had 
been helping push a car in front of his home when he slipped 
and passed out. Because of the back injury, he wasn’t moved 
on the skimobile, but was taken to Rt. 130 where firemen 
recruited a station wagon for transportation to the Humane 
Society on Ind. 130 where an ambulance was able to meet 
him. 

The roof of Calumet Welders Supply Co. (formerly Jacobson 
Lumber Co.) at 54 Hobart Road collapsed under the weight of 
the snow. 

Many cars parked in the downtown area Thursday when 
the storm hit were still sitting there the following Monday as it 
was impossible to move them. This further created problems 
for clearing streets. 

A dozen persons were stranded in the police station over 
night Thursday and by Friday night over twenty persons were 
stranded in Hobart so the Roosevelt gym was opened up. 
They were able to sleep there on gym mats. The total spending 
the next night was reported at 30 snowbound people. Hobart 
homes also were opened to many others who found 
themselves snowbound in Hobart. 

Mayor Lilburn (Red) Titus announced on Feb. 2, that the 
street department employees and leased equipment operators 
had worked around the clock six days and nights to clear the 
record snow. 

Those of you who weren’t around Lake County that year 
can hear some interesting stories from Hobart residents. Just 
ask about that January, 1967 snowstorm. Everyone 
remembers not only where they were, but how they got there, 
who was there and how long they remained snowbound! 

MOTHER NATURE WAS IN CHARGE. Following are some 
of the thoughts from local residents as they recall what life 
was like and how one mighty snowstorm changed the normal 
routine of the area in January, 1967. No snow had been 
predicted for January 26. When it began snowing in mid¬ 
morning, no one was prepared for what Mother Nature had in 
store for this area. Snow fell so quickly and was so deep that 
businesses, schools and grocery stores began closing by noon. 
Traffic came to a halt and getting home was an impossible 
task for many residents. Motorists on major highways in the 
area were forced to abandon their vehicles and seek shelter 
wherever they could. 

JEFF CEFALI When I left home that morning, I didn’t think I 
would be returning in waist deep snow, but that’s exactly what 
I walked home in when school was dismissed about noon. I 
had my trombone in one hand and a stack of books in the 
other as I made my way home wearing penny loafers (a popular 
shoe in the 1960’s). That five blocks seemed a lot longer on 
the return trip that day. 

I also remember my dad talking about the roads once 
they were being plowed and we could get around. Indiana 51 
(heading toward U.S. 30) had a tunnel through the snow. Snow 
had drifted so high that they cut right through to clear the 
road. Motorists actually drove under the snow.

MAY 1801: 

1 U.S. learned that England meant to destroy the Swedish 
navy before it could join the Russian fleet. 

2 James Madison took office as Secretary of State. 

5 The 1800 census marked New York as the nation’s largest 
city with a population of 60.482. 

6 Two U.S. vessels of war were auctioned to the public at 
Boston Harbor. 

8 Jefferson wrote about lacking White House necessities such 
as furniture, dishes and silverware. 

15 Jefferson’s cabinet discussed the Barbary situation and 
ordered warships to the Mediterranean Sea. 

16 Jefferson decided on removing some Federalist marshals 
and attorneys from federal positions. 

20 Four U.S. warships were sent to the Mediterranean to protect 
American commerce against Barbary pirates. 

21 Providence Gazette reported the American flag was the only 
neutral flag in European ports. 

24 Monroe considered what to do with foreign sailors deserting 
their assigned vessels in U.S. ports. 

26 Pasha Tusuf Karamanli of Tripoli declared war on the U.S. 
because of unpaid tribute money. 

28 Burr wrote that despite Congress’s act to downsize the Navy, 
“all the good staff must somehow be retained”. 

29 Jefferson wrote Monroe, saying he feared Spain would soon 
cede Florida and Louisiana to France.

FIRST MALL PROPOSAL A decade before plans were announced for the Southlake Mail on 
U.S. 30, Jack McMahan was hard at work developing plans for the Hobart Downtown Mall. McMahan, 
executive secretary of the Hobart Chamber of Commerce, envisioned this 1963 Mall on Main Street 
between 3rd and 4th Streets. Unfortunately, he lost his battle since Ind. 51 runs along that route. 
Attempts to reroute the highway failed then as in the 1990’s when Mayor Robert Malizzo wanted to 
reroute Ind. 51 east of the downtown. 


Laura Bracken was the first 
woman to hold elective office 
in Hobart, serving as clerk- 
treasurer for a record 34 
years. She also led the 
Republican Party in votes in 
each of the elections she 
won. When the sewage plant 
became a reality, Bracken 
established (on her personal 
time at no cost to Hobart) the 
double entry system, required 
to qualify for federal 
assistance. She received the 
first Good Government Award 
presented (and later named 
for her) from the Hobart 
Jaycees. She served as the 
organist for 43 years at the 
First Unitarian Church.

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RECORD 1967 SNOW STORM 

(Continued from Page 10) 

DOROTHY BALLANTYNE The thing I remember most is that I was 
able to get my car moving that first day. I was teaching special 
education students at Ridge View School when the storm hit that 
day. School was dismissed about noon. The snow came down so fast 
and heavy. I was the only one who could get a car moving from the 
back parking lot that day. 

I recall that it cost everyone else $5 to get towed, and I was so 
glad Don (my husband) had put snow tires on my car. I recall that 
amount, because the next time I heard of a car being towed, it was 
$25-$30. 

LINDA BUZINEC -1 remember that storm very well. It was a beautiful 
day when I walked out to the mailbox in the morning; but after that 
snow started, I couldn’t get out of the driveway. The snow came so 
fast. My dad had to shovel me out so I could go to the store. I had a 
six-month old baby and needed milk for him. 

The rest of the time I was very sick with the flu and stayed at my 
mother-in-law’s so she could watch the baby. I was so sick during the 
rest of that whole time. 

PAT MILLER - My son, Kevin, had mumps meningitis at the time. His 
temperature got to 106 degrees and we couldn’t get a doctor (they 
made house calls in those days). The fire department was able to get 
medicine to our house, possibly by snowmobile. We were very happy 
and surprised when we heard them knock at the door. 

Our neighbor was out of coffee, and I remember tossing a can of 
coffee over a huge snow drift. It was fun, but also kind of frightening. 

After three days, we were able to get from our house on Wilson 
Street to the National Tea for groceries on foot with a sled. That was 
the store which was originally in the building now occupied by Corey 
Bros. Bakery.

JULY 1801: 

I The warships President, Philadelphia and Essex arrived at 
Gibralter 48 days after departure. 

3 The Charleston Gazette reported census results would let North 
Carolina increase House Representatives from 10 to 14. 

4 A census of the Indiana Territory reported 4,875 inhabitants. 

6 A statement to Cherokee chiefs was printed, affirming that 
Jefferson would uphold previous agreements. 

7 The Franklin Typographical Association met in New York to 
celebrate 26 years of American Independence. 

II Jefferson wrote Attorney General Levi Lincoln regarding the 
growing threat of monarchists in the U.S. 

15 Jefferson told Madison all confiscated French property should 
be returned after the treaty ratification. 

17 Jefferson wrote Treasury Secretary Albert Gallatin regarding 
the establishment of a port of entry in the Indiana Territory.

Dorothy Ballantyne, a charter 
member of the Hobart Historical 
Society which was organized in 1965, 
recently celebrated her 91st birthday.

JIM (DINO) JARACZ I don't recall the storm at all, but I 
have heard all about it because I was born on Feb. 4, 
that year. My mother has told me about all the trouble 
they had trying to get from Gary to St. Catherine's Hospital 
in East Chicago. It was a close call, but she finally made 
it to the hospital. I hear the streets were still in very bad 
condition nine days after that storm hit. 

RUTH ANN THIEL - That was the only time my dad ever 
missed a day of work. He made it home that morning 
after working midnights, but he wasn’t able to get out to 
go to work that night. He never missed a day for anything 
else in his whole life. 

I remember that we bought a freezer (our first) that 
next summer, and my mother changed how she shopped. 
From that time on, she always kept extra canned goods, 
coffee, powdered milk and frozen food and frozen bread. 
Bread was the big thing. We always had to have extra 
bread in the freezer. 

VIRGINIA RETTIG - My husband was gone from home for 
four days and when he finally got home, he came with 
the heavy equipment he operated. All of the neighborhood 
was shouting to him to clear their snow so they could get 
out. He gave up after clearing about three blocks.

4 John Quincy Adams returned to the U.S. from Prussia. 

5 Andrew Jackson was named Senior Warden pro tern of a new

7 Providence Gazette reported “no town in the Union has

HOBART MYTHS 

Everyone has heard of the Urban Myths which make the rounds periodically, but how about Hobart's very own Route 30 Myths? 

1. The area in the northeast corner of Mississippi Street and U.S. Highway 30 IS NOT in both Hobart and Merrillville. 

An employee of a business in that area said the store is in both Hobart and Merrillville, “but ask her if you want to know how 
that's possibleShe said she referred to Hobart's mayor, who (she explained) *just came in and took that area a few years ago. 
I don't know why she did it, but she did, ” she added. 

Another employee in that area insisted the area is in both Hobart and Merrillville because “it used to be just Merrillville, but 
Hobart axed’ it about four years ago”. She had no idea how a city could “axe” (annex) a part of another town. “But we are 
across from the Southlake Mall, ” she said, “so we are easy to find”. 

2. The area along the north side of U.S. 3 0 (between Mississippi and Arizona Streets) is not in both Hobart and Merrillville. 

At least one business in that area does, however, have both a Merrillville and a Hobart address. The manager explained that all 
mail goes to a Merrillville address while all deliveries have a Hobart address. She “believes” the dividing line between Hobart 
and Merrillville runs through the middle of that business, causing the front to be in Merrillville while the back is in Hobart. 

One manager in that area believes it was once Merrillville, but now technically it might be in Hobart, but he isn't sure how this 
occurred since he's new to the area. His home office says it is Merrillville, so since the advertising comes from there, that 
makes it actually their Merrillville store. 

3. The area in the southwest corner of Arizona Street and U.S. 30. was not purchased by Hobart. 

Asked directions to a business in that area, one young employee explained the store is across from Wal-Mart in Merrillville. It is 
in the Hobart telephone book with a Hobart number because it used to be Merrillville, but about four years ago, “I guess Hobart 
bought all this land, so technically it is in Hobart now”. Don tyou wonder how that business managed to construct a building on 
land Hobart taxpayers own??? 

4. It is NOT true that some businesses within Southlake Mall are in Merrillville while others are in Hobart. 

All businesses, mall areas, parking lots and grounds of the mall are within the Hobart city limits. 

5. The area in the southeast corner of Arizona Street and U.S. 30 IS NOT on the boundary line between Hobart and Merrillville. 

Two employees at one business in that area explained to a caller that they were actually right on that border line so it is very 
confusing for everyone, “We have a Hobart phone number and a Merrillville address, so we are in the middle”, one explained 
after conferring with the other.

1 Jefferson wrote bookseller Nicholas Gouin Dufief requesting 
a book on parliamentary history.

6 The Washington Federalist published an account of a 
Tripolitan ship captured by the U.S.S. Experiment. 

10 The Providence Gazette reported hostilities with Spain 
involving the frigate Essex and her crew. 

11 The Philadelphia.Gazette wrote of Spanish atrocities against 
the American Consul and American property in Cuba. 

12 President Jefferson asked James Madison to help revise 
his first annual address to Congress to be delivered on Dec. 
8, 1801. 

13 The treaty between the Pope was ratified. 

14 The Providence Gazette printed a letter from a U.S. citizen 
in Gibraltar relaying news of war with Tripoli. 

15 The Heroic crew of the U.S. S. Enterprise arrived in Baltimore 
from battling pirates on the Mediterranean. 

18 Captain Sterret, commander of the U.S. S. Enterprise, arrived 
in the city of Washington. 

19 The Rl Legislature rejected a bill calling for a day of public 
thanksgiving. 

23 The Washington Federalist reported debut of the New York 
Evening Post. 

25 Thanksgiving was celebrated throughout the country on 
Monday, Nov. 25. 

27 Benjamin Rush told President Jefferson that 210,OCK) lives 
might be saved in PA by the newly developed vaccination. 

28 The Providence Gazette article recommended cider as the 
most palatable and healthy of all drinks. 

DECEMBER, 1801 

2 The Washington Federalist accused President Jefferson of 
unduly pardoning wrongdoers in his own party 

4 The Philadelphia Gazette printed the Articles of Peace 
between the French Republic and Russia. 

5 The Providence Gazette reported a peace agreement made 
between Denmark and Tripoli. 

7 The 1st session of the 7th Congress began in Washington 
D.C. 

8 President Jefferson began a precedent of sending a letter 
to be read to Congress on the state of the Union. 

12 The Providence Gazette refuted reports that Spain declared 
war against the U.S. 

13 The Washington Federalist printed news of a peace accord 
between France and the Ottoman Turks. 

14 The new ratio of Representatives was set at one for every 
33,000 persons per state. 

15 The House resolved to introduce a bill authorizing the 
President to protect American commerce. 

16 The Senate resolved to honor Lt. Sterret, commander of the 
U.S. S. Enterprise, and his crew for their heroism. 

18 The House reported that the Mississippi Territory could elect 
a delegate to Congress with the right to debate only. 

19 The Providence Gazette reported that President Jefferson 
offered a $1,000 reward for the murderers of a Cherokee 
woman. 

21 After months of Senate debate, the Treaty of Paris (ending 
the undeclared naval war with France) was ratified. 

26 The Providence Gazette favorably reported on the new 
Representative chamber in the U.S. Capitol. 

28 The Boston Gazette reported there were 69 Democrats and 
36 Federal Republicans in the House of Representatives.

I also remember that once we could get out of the 
house, we managed to go on foot from Virginia Street 
(which wasn't cleared), to Wisconsin Street where we 
walked down the middle of the street to reach the grocery, 
National Tea, on Old Ridge Road. We were thrilled that we 
were able to get a gallon of milk. 

PAM MELLON -1 came home that Thursday for rehearsal 
for a wedding. We were unable to get out of town to return 
to Ball State in Muncie that Sunday. We were snowed in 
until the next Sunday when three cars of Ball State 
students got together in Merrillville and returned in one 
station wagon with our luggage tied on top. It blew off 
once, and we had to scramble to locate it in the snow 
banks. It took 11 hours to get to Muncie. I also remember 
that we ate an awful lot of eggs that week because we 
couldn’t get to a store from our house. 

BETTY EDWARDS • My son, Jerry, rode his bike to school 
that morning, but when Foreman School was released, 
the snow was coming down so fast, he couldn’t ride it 
home. When I heard school was dismissed, I started 
walking toward school. I met him on State Street. With 
both of us pushing, it was hard to move that bike down 
the middle of the streets to our house. 

I remember that my husband, George, and Tony Seed 
walked to the post office the next morning, but they 
couldn’t deliver any mail because of the storm. 

ROB ISAKSON - The great snow of 67 holds many great 
memories for me. Sitting in the living room, fire in the 
fireplace, playing cards, painting, and doing jigsaw puzzles 
as a family sticks out in my mind. The men and boys of 
the neighborhood all joined together and helped clear each 
other’s sidewalks and driveways. If someone was going 
to the store, they asked the neighbors if they needed 
anything as well. The feeling of neighbor helping neighbor 
is one that will always stand out in my mind. Also, we 
made the most awesome snowforts ever made!
